A Barnard Street building 
destroyed by fire was going, 
going and gone on Tuesday — 
and with it so was a small part of 
Andover history. 

The historical downtown 
building at 17-19 Barnard St. 
was finally demolished more 
than five months after a June 30 
fire consumed it. The building 
housed an auctioneer and a cab 
company before the fire. The 
history of the building dates 
back to 1895 as town records 
show owner Jacob W. Barnard 
had a shoe shop there with 200 
workers. 

Lee Danley of Danley Demo- 
lition of Fremont, N.H. started 
the demolition on Tuesday and 
expected to be done by tomor- 
row, Friday, Dec. 12. He said he 
was hired to tear down the 
burned out building and also the 
vacant building next door. That 
space formerly housed Home- 
town Seafoods, which moved to 
Chestnut Street, and has been 
vacant for more than a year. 
Both buildings are owned by 
Lally Real Estate of Andover. 
Danley said he was hired by 
John McArdle, who oversees 
the Lally Real Estate Trust. 

“We're taking down the 
buildings and filling in the hole. 
If they get the approval, it will 
be a new brick building with 
retail and office space and will

AFTER THE STORM 


10 days to winter, snow budget down $200K 


DPW chief: If recent storm is indicator of season, “we’re dead in the water”

Andover’s top snow-removal dog said 
the cleanup of the season’s first big 
snowstorm is going well, despite the 
skies dumping about two feet of the 
white stuff here last weekend. His crews, 
however, could use other soft, white 
items — pillows. 

“They're dragging, but they’re doing a 
great job,” Department of Public Works 
Director Jack Petkus said Tuesday of his 
crews, many of whom worked for three 
straight days in an effort to stay ahead of 
last weekend’s storm.

Petkus said DPW crews were on 
Andover streets around midnight last Fri- 
day, Dec. 5 and many worked straight 
through Sunday night, Dec. 7 as the two- 
day storm kept them busy. Then, several 
were called back Monday night, Dec. 8 
to help with snow removal from the main 
streets in town. Dump trucks took those 
loads and dumped the snow in a lot on 
High Street. 

Petkus tapped every one of the 109 
private contractors on his call list last 
weekend to help with plowing, sanding, 
salting and snow removal. Every one of 
them reported to their assigned streets 
during the weekend. They joined the 
town’s fleet of 16 vehicles that are used 
to tackle snowstorms. 

They do not report to the town yard 
on Lewis Street to punch a time clock 
and Petkus said that saves money. 

“Tt saves money and time just getting 
them right on the roads,” he said. 

Plus, the town yard is not that big and 
there is simply not enough room for 
extra plows, he said. 

“That is a list of contractors we have 
had for the past two years and every one 
of them reported to their routes. We had 
all of our guys out there,” said Petkus. 

Much to the dismay of school chil- 
dren around town, School Superinten- 
dent Claudia Bach did not cancel school

Andover school leaders 
believe hiring a total of 19 new 
teachers by next September is 
the way to give students the class 
time required by the state. But 
selectmen and Finance Commit- 
tee members say they want more 
information about Andover High 
School before they consider sup- 
porting more money for the 
school department 

The good news is that 
Andover does have money to 
hire some new high school 
teachers in January. 

Andover High needs to hire 
seven new teachers next month 
to partially satisfy a state man- 
date to increase class hours, said 
Superintendent Claudia Bach. 
The money to hire the teachers 
will come from a soon-to-be- 
received state special education 
reimbursement, but the state 
money is a short-term solution, 
said School Business Manager 
Bernie Tuttle. Elementary class 
sizes will rise dramatically in 
September 2004 if the schools 
don’t find permanent money to 
keep the new hires and hire the 
12 more high school teachers 
needed to fully comply with 
state demands, said Tuttle. 

The Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Education has directed 
Andover to increase class time at 
Andover High School. Andover

must offer high schoolers 990 
hours of class time — 860 are cur- 
rently offered — by September 
2004 and offer an interim plan to 
increase hours by January. The 
selectmen and School and 
Finance Committees convened 
Monday to work out a solution. 
Adding seven teachers at 
AHS will add 53 hours of class 
time and allow the school to get 
kids out of study halls and into 
classes. Bach called the plan, 
which must be approved by the 
School Committee next Tuesday, 
“a realistic response (to the 
DOE), not something I slapped 
on paper and hoped would fly.”

Town may be paying 
too much in benefits 


Apparent error found after teachers 
union asked for more health care

For the past 24 years the 
town has been paying more of 
its employees’ health care bills 
than is legally allowed, accord- 
ing to memos written by town 
officials. 

The discovery has set off 
meetings with the town’s vari- 
ous employee unions to deter- 
mine how and if their coverage 
is about to change. 

A claim by the teachers’ 
union that Andover must raise 
its health care coverage from 65 
percent to 90 percent prompted 
research by town lawyers, 
according to memos written by 
Town Manager Buzz Stapezyns- 
ki and labor lawyer Michael 
Gilman. They believe the 
research establishes that 


Andover shouldn't even be pay- 
ing the 65 percent. 

State law allows a town to 
pay more than 50 percent only if 
approved by Town Meeting. Not 
only did Town Meeting never do 
so, but voters actively rejected 
the proposal at in 1976, accord- 
ing to the memos. For unknown 
reasons, selectmen agreed to 
start paying 65 percent in 1979. 

“A search of town records 
shows that (the law in question) 
was never accepted by the town, 
even though the town went from 
paying 50 percent to 65 percent 
many years ago,” Gilman wrote 
last month in a memo to 
Stapezynski, who in turn wrote 
a similar memo to Superinten- 
dent Claudia Bach and the

Brookside could go condo 


Town housing groups oppose loss of affordable homes

Winn Development, owner 
of the Ch.40B development 
Brookside Estates in Andover, 
is attempting to convert the 
majority of its 168 rental-unit 
property to condominiums. But 
members of the Andover Hous- 
ing Authority and Andover 
Housing Partnership Commit- 
tee are opposing the change, 


saying it will sap too many of 


the town’s affordable units. 
The offer that Winn Devel- 
opment has put on the table 
would include selling as condos 
half of its 42 affordable units. 
Only 18 one-bedroom elderly 
units and three of its three-bed- 
room units would be rented in 
perpetuity at 50 percent of the

area’s median income 
($74,300). The remaining 
affordable units would be sold 
as condos to first-time home 
buyers with incomes not 
exceeding 80 percent of the 
median income. 

All of the market rate units 
would also be sold as condos. 

At a joint meeting last night, 
the Andover housing boards 
decided they will ask Andover 
selectmen to formally oppose 
the change. The issue will go 
before the selectmen next Mon- 
day, Dec. 15. 

The Housing Partnership 
Committee and Housing 
Authority fear the change 
would drastically affect the 
dynamics of the property’s

affordability and the town’s 
housing stock variety. Accord- 
ing to the town groups, major 
concerns include losing three- 
bedroom rental units and losing 
homes the town can offer 
potential residents who earn 
less than 50 percent of the 
median income. 

Brookside Estates was one 
of the early affordable housing 
projects to make its way into 
Andover through Ch.40B. This 
state law is also known as the 
“anti-snob zoning law” and it 
allows housing developers to 
skirt zoning regulations in 
towns and cities with less than 
10 percent affordable housing

“We did not receive what we 
asked for,” said Marden. 

During the meeting, select- 
men and Finance Committee 
members grilled the school lead- 
ers on block scheduling and the 
numbers of kids in the class- 
rooms. Selectman Mary Lyman 
said she spent much of the week- 
end on the phone with residents 
who were concerned with the 
high school’s block scheduling. 
Residents have said they believe 
the block schedule gives teach- 
ers more free time during the day 
than they had in a seven-period 
day. “The concerns about the 
block scheduling were numerous 
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— the concern was consistent,” 
said Lyman. 

“I think there are a lot of 
myths regarding block schedul- 
ing,” said Finance Committee 
member Debbie Silberstein. 

Anderson, the AHS principal, 
asked Lyman how many phone 
calls she had received. “I rarely 
have a parent talk to me about 
block scheduling,” said Ander- 
son. 

Finance Committee member 
Margaret Bradshaw repeatedly 
asked how many kids were in a 
classroom at the high school. 
Bradshaw asked if increasing 
high school classroom sizes 
would help the matter. Anderson 
responded that leveled classes 
cut back on how many kids 
could be placed in a course. “If 
all kids were in one-level classes, 
it could be done at 28 a class,” 
said Anderson. Anderson esti- 
mated 24 to 28 students per 
classroom on average. 

“In the short term we have to 
address 990 hours in the most 
efficient way,” said Bradshaw.

The Planning Board closed 
out the year Tuesday night by 
closing three public hearings, so 
it intends to ring in 2004 with 
deliberations. 

On Jan. 6, the board will 
deliberate on Powder Mill 
Square — a 60-unit condominium 
project on the corner of North 
Main and Stevens streets. 

According to the proposal, a 
four-story building with 39 con- 
dos would run along North Main 
Street. Along Stevens Street, 
eight townhouses and six town- 
house flats — single-story apart- 
ments that look like townhouses 
from the outside — would be con- 
structed and connect to seven 
lofts. A circle park and play area 
are also included behind the 
structures. The project would 
create nine affordable units. 

Avella Circle — a 6.5 acre, 
four-lot subdivision off High 
Plain Road — is also on the agen- 
da of the board’s first meeting of 
the new yeat 

The board held the last of 
three consecutive hearings on the 
subdivisions. Attorney Mark 
Johnson said he believes the 
developer has addressed any 
concerns the board might have. 
Deliberation is scheduled for 
Jan. 6 

“It’s going to be a nice neigh- 
borhood (within) walking dis- 
tance of the new schools,” said 
Ray Cormier, developer. Cormi- 
er said the houses will be four- 
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Powder Mill Square, a 60-unit condominium project, is planned for the corner of North Main and 
Stevens streets. It is one of several projects the Planning Board will vote on in the new year.

The to-do list for fiscal year 
2005 that is dependent on this 
money includes new vehicles, 
various maintenance projects 
and technology purchases, such 
as a $600,000 fire truck, $96,000 
for laptop batteries and $15,000 
for skate park maintenance. 

“The cut will be taken away 
from that list of projects (in box 
at right),’ said Joanne Marden, 
Finance Committee chair- 
woman. “Definitely something 
on that list won’t make it to 
Town Meeting.” Marden said it 
is likely that parts of several pro- 
jects could be postponed. 

“All these things we should 
do, but are they really things we 
have to do this year?” said Mar- 


den. “That’s what we'll be 
wrestling with. It’s likely what- 
ever the manager takes off the 
list, it will go on the list for 
another year.” 

In previous years, 20 percent 
of the tax revenue collected via 
new growth was used to pay off 
debt from school building repair 
projects from the early 1990s. 
However, this figure was listed 
in the CIP under capital projects 
each year. The building repair 
debt was paid off this year, and 
the town manager and superin- 
tendent planned to use this 
money for other capital projects. 
The CIP shows the town invest- 
ing $207,720 from new growth 
toward the projects. 

But the selectmen and 
Finance Committee have both 
voted that the 20 percent of new 


growth should be used in the 
operating budget, rather than 
for capital projects. Transfer- 
ring the funds to the operating 
budget could offset some ol 
next year’s potential layoffs. 
As a result, the town manager 
will create a revised CIP, cut- 
ting $207,720 from his list of 
desired projects. 

Knowing that the cuts could 
potentially save jobs for town 
and school employees was in 

the back of the selectmen’s 
minds, said John Hess, select- 
man chairman. “That’s part of 
the backdrop behind our deci- 
sion,” he said. 

It will be up to the town man- 
ager and superintendent to 
decide what projects and pur- 
chases the town can put on hold 
for fiscal year 2005. Stapezynski 
will offer his revised CIP at 
Monday’s selectmen meeting. 

Hess said it is possible the 
remaining $2,077,480 to be 
spent on capital projects could 
see further reductions before 
Town Meeting, or on the floor of 
Town Meeting. “We don’t want 
to reduce the CIP too far,” said 
Hess. “This year being a tight 
year, we pretty much feel we 
were probably going to reduce

Andover has surpassed the 10-percent state 
benchmark for affordable housing, meaning devel- 
opers will no longer have the upper hand when it 
comes building projects with new affordable hous- 
ing, according to planning officials, 

“Tt puts the town, more or less, in the driver's 
seat from what we do here on out,” said Steve 


Colyer, planning director. 


The 191-unit 40B project at the former Rolling 
Green Hotel site was sent to the state for review on 
Friday, bringing Andover’s level of affordable 
housing from 9.73 percent up to 11.39 percent, 
according to Colyer. He said the Rolling Green 
affordable housing project “continues to demon- 
strate a very proactive housing agenda that we 


began in the early 1980s.” 


Because the state now considers more than 10 
percent of Andover’s housing to be affordable, 
developers will no longer be able to use the state’s 
affordable housing law —Ch. 40B — to appeal local 
zoning decisions to the state. In the past, develop- 
ers had the ability to skirt local zoning regulations 
by filing projects under the law, also known as “the 
anti-snob zoning law.” Developers filing projects 
under Ch. 40B must allow 25 percent of their units 
to be sold or rented below market rate. 

“That 10 percent number only has one mean-

“T talked to DPW all weekend 
and was confident of their ability 
to keep up with the storm,” Bach 
said. “By morning, salt was on 
the streets and that’s why I made 
the decision I made. 

“We had a wonderful 
response from DPW,” she said. 

Almost one-fifth of his $1.1 
million snow budget was wiped 
out by last weekend’s storm. 
Petkus was still adding up con- 


tractor costs at Townsman 
presstime, but estimated the 
storm cost the town about 
$200,000. 

“We're doing OK (in terms of 
the budget) but if this keeps up 
and we get lots of these storms 
we'll be dead in the water,” he 
said. 

His $1.1 million budget is 
based on an average winter, he 
said. Some years he has had 
money left over. But an early 
December two-footer is worri- 
some. After all, winter doesn’t 
officially begin until Dec. 21. 

“Bad winters bring me back 
to Town Meeting to get more 
money,” he said. ‘““There’s just no 
way to know how the winter will 
be.”

Snow 
gripes 


Sure, DPW director Jack 
Petkus said everything is rosy 
when he talks about the snow- 
storm clean-up currently under 
way in town. 

But Petkus also realizes 
there were lots of residents 
singing the winter blues during 
last weekend’s two-day storm. 
He said his office took a hand- 
ful of phone calls from irritated 
residents who had gripes about 
how his department handles 
snow plowing. Here’s a sam- 
pling of some gripes: 

SIDEWALKS: “Why are 
they cleared last?” people want 
to know. Petkus said the town’s 
priorities are, in this order: 
main roads critical to public 
safety, public facilities, sec- 
ondary roads, school parking 
lots, school roadways, minor 
roads and cul-de-sacs. “It’s 
more dangerous when a road is 
blocked than when a sidewalk 
is blocked,” he said. “Public 
safety is most important.” 

PLOWING TOO CLOSE 
TO A DRIVEWAY: Petkus 
said it’s a common gripe, but 
he reminds callers that the flip 
side is plowing too far away 
from the driveway leaving resi- 
dents with even more snow to 
shovel. 

FAST-DRIVING SNOW 
PLOWS: Petkus said this is 
often an illusion. “You get the 
illusion that the plow is going 
60 mph and it’s not. It’s big and 
noisy and people equate that 
with fast and reckless when 
they’re standing in their drive- 
way, but it’s not,” he said. He 
said drivers have to maintain a 
certain speed to make the blade 
most effective. He said plows 
are looking to maintain a speed 
of about 10 to 15 mph on town 
streets. Plus, drivers work hard 
to finish their routes on time so 
they keep moving. 

A DPW REMINDER to 
all callers, is for them to dig out 
neighborhood fire hydrants. 
There are more than 3,000 
hydrants town. Catch basins 
also need to be cleared out.

Pg eae HIGH SCHOOL has to provide more time 
in the classroom for its students. That is a given. 
But it should be equally obvious that the schools need 
to provide as much information as possible about 
Andover High’s current classroom sizes and class 
scheduling. That is the only way the schools can gain 
townwide support for a larger budget. 

Both members of the Finance Committee and the 
Board of Selectmen are saying they have asked for 
information from the schools, but not received it. Pro- 
viding such information would help convince people 
that hiring more teachers is the only way to prov ide 
the state-mandated 990 hours of classroom time for 
students. Or the information could lead people to 
offer other solutions, perhaps in conjunction with hir- 
ing more teachers. Either way, the process should lead 
to more classroom time for students. 

In difficult budget times such as this, department 
heads tend to guard their programs from those who 
might find fault — or worse, find items that can be 


eliminated from their budgets. Having a townwide | 


budget forum with department heads 1s a worthwhile 
idea that might help get more issues on the table, if 
town leaders insist on departments being open about 
their spending. But because school leaders want a 
larger piece of the town’s revenue, they need to be 
more forthcoming than anyone. That is the only way 
school leaders are going to win over others — includ- 
ing the public. They need to provide detailed infor- 
mation sought after by respected budget analysts such 
as Finance Committee Chairwoman Joanne Marden.

Connected Math 
challenging, 
powerful 


Editor, Townsman: 

This letter is in response to 
the concerns expressed by some 
Andover parents relevant to the 
mathematics program intro- 
duced in their middle schools. | 
would like to commend them 
for their interest in what their 
children are learning and ask 
them to look even more careful- 
ly into this well researched and 
rigorous problem-solving 
approach to mathematics. 

Connected Mathematics, 01 
CMP as it is more often called, 
embodies a_ challenging 
sequence of connected prob- 
lems, which develops in stu- 
dents an understanding of 
important mathematical con- 
cepts, skills and problem-solv- 
ing strategies. This careful 
sequencing lays a foundation for 
the enhancement of student 
thinking, which is ever more 
applicable to higher order prob- 
lem-solving. Andover children 
will indeed benefit from this 
powerful approach. 

If it seems to parents that 
their seventh- or eighth-grader is 
repeating a content area that was 
mastered in an earlier grade 
through a more traditional 
approach, they should be 
assured that this mastery 1s one 
of memorized algorithms and 
definitions. Computation prac- 
ticed at ever increasing speeds 


| does little to enhance a student's 


understanding of what the skills 
are used for, or the ability to 
apply these concepts and skills 
to other situations, or even to 
recognize problems that call for 
these skills. Children are capa- 
ble of more than parroting algo- 
rithms or observing a teacher’s 
demonstration of how to solve a 
problem and then practicing it 
over and over. Puppies are 
trained to perform tasks that 
require little to no intelligence, 
just repetition.

to lasting peace. Indeed, history teaches us 
that the opposite is true. One need only 
remember the Berlin Wall and the misery it 
wrought. 

The Israeli peace organization, Gush 
Shalom, has compiled extensive research on 
this issue. Its Web site, www.gush- 
shalom.org, offers a comprehensive discus- 
sion of the realities of the Separation Wall. 
Billed by Sharon as a temporary measure, the 
cost to construct the wall is estimated at $2 
million per kilometer, meaning a staggering 
$1.5 billion to complete. In places it is 26 feet 
high, topped by barbed wire, with 13-foot 
deep trenches on either side. And the “securi- 
ty fence” is not being constructed along the 
agreed upon 1967 border. Instead the wall 
intrudes deep into the West Bank, usurping as 
much as 40 to 50 percent of what was agreed 
in 1967 to be Palestinian land. 

Countless Palestinian homes have been 
razed, Families are now in makeshift refugee 
camps. Villages are separated from their 
water supplies and farmers are separated from 
their livelihoods, their fields. 83,000 Palestin- 
ian olive trees have been destroyed. The town 
of Qalgiliya and the village of Jayouus are 
completely surrounded by the wall, with resi- 
dents being required to pass through a control 
gate to enter and exit. Recent reports of the 
US military surrounding an Iraqi village, Abu 
[lishma, with a barbed wire fence reflect a 
strategy learned from the Israelis. This tactic 
has not led to peace in Israel; it is not promot- 


ing understanding and trust in Iraq. It is 
unlikely to lead to anything but more terrorist 
attacks in both Israel and Iraq; occupation 
breeds terrorism. 

In all of recorded history, there is no 
instance where fighting injustice with injus- 
tice leads to a reasoned result. Have we 
learned nothing from experience? No one 
suggests that the Palestinians are blameless, 
but this wall is not a defensive measure 
against terrorism. It is instead a direct assault 
on the two-state solution that has almost uni- 
versal support as the most likely resolution of 
the Israeli-Palestinian conflict. The route of 
the wall renders a Palestinian state impossi- 
ble. Even the Bush administration has balked 
at the route, for this very reason. Pope John 
Paul II has pleaded with the Israeli govern- 
ment: “In reality, the Holy Land doesn’t need 
walls, but bridges.” We agree. 

An organization of which we are mem- 
bers, Merrimack Valley People for Peace, 
seeks to promote programs with local groups, 
including synagogues and churches. As US 
taxpayers, we deplore the use of our dollars to 
construct this wall. We call on all Americans, 
of every ethnic and religious persuasion to 
learn the facts. We stand for freedom, securi- 
ty and dignity for all. To that end, we will 
continue to read, to listen and to talk in 
forums and with passersby in front of Old 
Town Hall.

Teachers union president: Solution is ‘adequate funding’ 


Editor, Townsman: 

There’s an old saying, “You get 
what you pay for.” In the case of 
our public schools, however, 
Andover is getting more than it 
paid for —a top performing system 
at a bargain basement price. 

The numbers speak for them- 
selves: Andover Public Schools 
rank seventh in state overall 
MCAS results; yet rank a dismal 
151st in per pupil spending. And 
this town is ranked 22nd in per- 
sonal income and 14th in property 
values. 

Property values are very much 
a case in point, because real estate 
prices and public school quality 
are clearly related. A recent col- 
umn in a Boston paper cites the 
opinion of Newton realtors that 
“good schools are the reason for 
the record-high selling prices” in 
that community (which, inciden- 
tally, ranks 15th in MCAS results). 

All of this might seem to be 
good news for Andover taxpayers, 
who have turned down two over- 
rides to fund the schools. After all, 
everyone loves a bargain. But like 
so many “bargains,” there are hid- 
den costs and pitfalls. The real bot- 
tom line for Andover is distressing 
and sobering. Simply stated, 
Andover schools cannot maintain 
their excellence unless they are 
adequately funded. 


As all of us now know only too 
well from recent events, the cracks 
are already beginning to show in 
the foundation of our academic 
excellence. The state Department 
of Education has cited Andover’s 
failure to comply with state 
instructional time requirements — 
Massachusetts mandates a mini- 
mum of 990 high school instruc- 
tional hours; Andover High 
School provides about 860 — and it 
has ordered that the situation be 
corrected by January. 

The reason for Andover’s 
predicament is no mystery. AHS 
Principal Peter Anderson has stat- 
ed that he needs between 25 to 30 
additional faculty to meet the 
state’s learning time demands. But 
because of underfunding, Andover 
has actually cut 29 faculty posi- 
tions, including 15 at the high 
school. And cuts in faculty result- 
ed in cuts in curriculum. Among 
the courses no longer being 
offered at Andover High School 
are electives in the fine arts, music, 
and business. Little wonder that 
students cannot enroll in enough 
courses to satisfy the state’s learn- 
ing time requirements. 

There are some who say that 
our problems can be solved cheap- 
ly, that if only teachers taught 
more classes the crisis would go 
away. But such an argument 


ignores some very basic facts: 

* Andover teachers spend as 
much time in the classroom as the 
overwhelming majority of teach- 
ers statewide, and more than some. 
(For example, Andover teachers 
teach an average of 27 minutes per 
day longer than teachers in New- 
ton — a community, incidentally, 
which passed two overrides in 
support of its schools). 

« Andover teachers need their 
non-teaching time for a variety of 
vital activities: class preparation 
and planning, correcting papers, 
assisting students, writing college 
recommendations, etc. — and most 
Andover teachers still have hours 
of school-related work to do in the 
evening. 

The solution is adequate fund- 
ing. Anything less will only wors- 
en and perpetuate the crisis we 
face. Anything less will threaten 
the education of our children. 
Anything less will threaten our 
property values and the very qual- 
ity of life, which makes our com- 
munity so special and appealing. 
Anything less should be unaccept- 
able to all of us who care about 
Andover.

Andover Inn receptionist 
sews up 19-year career

For almost 19 years, M. Gertrude Binette 
was the first person to greet most weary travel- 
ers entering the Andover Inn on the Phillips 
Academy campus. Semi-retired at age 73, 
Binette is still coming to work at the inn, but 
this winter she is no longer behind its reception 
desk. 

Now, she works a few hours each week as a 
seamstress. 

Binette started working at the Andover Inn 
in 1984, when she was 54. She had already had 
a career as a sewing teacher for the Singer 
Sewing Machine dealer in Lawrence.

Still, 
Binette didn’t plan to remain at the inn for 
almost two full decades. “I didn’t think I'd stay 
so long,” she says. 

Now Binette is back to her roots as a seam- 
stress. She works about nine hours each week 
doing odd jobs, such as turning old tablecloths 
into napkins. “It breaks up the week and gives 
me something to do,” she says. 

Binette says she prefers quiet when she is 
sewing. The room she works in is free from the 
music that is always playing in the inn’s lobby. 
Only one thing might disturb her while she is 
working, but she doesn’t worry about it any- 
more. “There’s a phone, but I don’t have to 
answer it,” says Binette. 
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Small businesses feel tax pinch via rent 


Lowered assessments ease tax burden on larger properties

A long slump in sales of men’s suits at Enzo of 
Andover is making it hard for owner Enzo Fossel- 
la to cover his expenses, including rental costs he 
estimates are among the highest in Andover.

Yet just as Fossella and other small-business 
owners begin to feel the brunt of higher taxes, 
some of the area’s biggest property owners, such 
as Brickstone Properties and Wyeth Biopharma, 
will receive a break from the town that will 
sharply limit the size of their tax increases. The 
average commercial tax bill will only increase | 
percent, yet scores of smaller business properties 
and industrial properties will be socked with tax 
increases of almost 10 percent. Merchants say 
they will have to pass the resulting rent increases 
on to their customers, making it harder for them to 
do business in Andover. 

“Sometimes we take it for granted that we have 
businesses in our community, and we shouldn't,” 
said Selectman Brian Major, who voted against 
the change in tax rates approved two weeks ago. 
“Andover is a great mailing address, but if the cost 
of doing business is too high, then they're going to 
go somewhere else.” 

The big contrast in the size of the upcoming 
tax increases resulted from a downturn in the mar- 
ket for rentals of offices and other commercial 
space, Assessor Bruce Symmes said. With a 
vacancy rate of 40 percent at Brickstone Square 
and some buildings in the area of River Road left 
completely empty, some major property owners 
asked for tax abatements last year, saying the 
value of their buildings had plummeted. 

Rather than pay out abatements from the town 


actually drop — that 
would lead to even higher residential tax bills — so 
they adjusted the commercial tax rate upward 
from $16.54 to $18.13 per $1,000 of assessed val- 
uation, an increase of 9.6 percent. The adjustment 
means the average commercial property will pay 
$41,119, a slight increase from last year. 

But that is for a hypothetical average property. 
The actual change in tax bills will vary widely. 
Symmes will not release the new assessments 
until the end of December, but said most business 
properties — other than Brickstone and a number 
of others — will see no change in their values. 

That means people like Anthony DiNapoli, 
who owns the Main Street building where Enzo 
Fossella has had his store for 21 years, will see tax 
increases of nearly 10 percent. 

Giving tax breaks to large properties where 
thousands of people work is a sound form of eco- 
nomic development, said Leonard A. Wilson, the 
CEO at First Essex Bank and chairman of the 
Merrimack Valley Chamber of Commerce. 

But Wilson, an Andover resident, said it must 
not come at the expense of small businesses that 
help make a town into a community. 

“Andover is an attractive town to live in 
because the downtown works,” he said. "You can 
go to a good men’s clothing store, coffee shops, 
good little restaurants, a good photo shop, hair- 
dressers and dry cleaners. If the barbershop is no 
longer here, is Andover still as nice a place? 

“These are the folks that really wind up getting 
squeezed,” he said. 


All property types 
see tax increase 


Taxes for the average single-family home 
will increase $244 when bills arrive in the mail 
next month. The owner of that home, assessed at 
$497,800, will pay $5,710 — an increase of 4.46 
percent. 

The owner of the average commercial prop- 
erty worth $2.27 million will pay about $41,100 
- a jump of 0.42 percent, while taxes for the 
average industrial property increase 8.44 per- 
cent. 

Fearing the possibility of a Proposition 2/4 
override to balance next year’s budget, Select- 
man Ted Teichert voted to keep homeowners’ 
taxes from increasing more than businesses last 
month. “I’m not advocating an override, but if 
you do have one and you go for a (higher tax 
rate), you really whack the residents,” he said. 

Teichert, John Hess and Mary Lyman voted 
in favor of this split, while Ray Hender and 
Brian Major offered more business-friendly pro- 
posals. Both homes and businesses will pay 
more, though businesses will see a larger per- 
centage increase. “That’s dangerous because 
you can’t take businesses for granted. By having 
busineses in a community you’re able to do so 
much more,” said Selectman Brian Major. “If 
businesses get to a point that its not economical- 
ly feasible to be in Andover, then they'll move.” 

The breakdown of the total taxes raised by 
the town will remain almost the same — residen- 
tial property will pay about 69 percent of the 
total tax money raised, about the same percent- 
age as last year. 

If selectmen had kept last year’s tax factor — 
the gap between the home and business rate — 
the same, the average homeowner would have 
seen an increase of 8.19 percent

The generally less popular idea of continuing to cut state pro- 
grams and services did receive above average levels of support 
among certain sub-groups in the population. 

Not surprisingly, Republicans (50 percent) and conservatives (48 
percent) preferred this solution. In addition, 32 percent of men 
favored this option, in contrast to 20 percent women. More than 30 
percent of those with a high school education or less endorsed this 
approach, and 36 percent of those polled from the western part of 
the state — 413 area code residents — favored such cuts. 

These questions on the state’s budget situation were asked as 
part of the Bay State Poll, sponsored by the Center for Public Opin- 
ion Research at Merrimack College. 

The recently established center is dedicated to providing timely 
and accurate information on issues of public importance, relying on 
survey research and related methods. 

The Bay State Poll is an omnibus survey of public opinion in the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts scheduled to be repeated quar- 
terly.

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Addison serves up 
a weighty subject 


The prints of Richard Serra are heavy — literally — with some weighing up to 10 pounds

N INFLUENTIAL MOMENT IN THE LIFE 
of artist Richard Serra was when his 
father brought him to a shipyard to 
watch the launching of a tanker ship. Serra 
writes that he watched the massive, steel 
behemoth roll down the landing, splash into 
the water, yet be buoyant. 

The ripples from that sight could still be 
felt years later, when Serra became known 
for creating monumental steel-plate sculp- 
tures. His structures alter landscapes and 
create environments that must be walked 
around or physically entered to understand 
their scope. 

Even Serra’s smaller pieces, appropriate 
to be displayed indoors, are complicated 
affairs. They are so heavy that they are dif- 
ficult to assemble, and they require constant 
supervision because the plates are usvally 
free-standing. 

The Addison Gallery of American Art at 
Phillips Academy is currently showing 
some of Serra’s safer works in the show 
“Richard Serra Prints: A Survey.” The 
Addison show has his prints — from as early 
as 1972 to present — through March 29. 

While Serra’s large scale prints hang on 
walls cooperatively, they still evoke a sense 
of size, weight and power, says Addison 
curator Allison Kemmerer. 

As they must with Serra’s sculptures, 
people must view Serra’s prints from dif- 
ferent angles to understand them in their 
entirety. “The simple fact that they’re large 
— they make you move,” says Kemmerer. 

The prints are all black on white paper. 
The subjects are usually geometric shapes, 
but Serra experiments with filling more and 


| more of the paper with black — leaving sliv- 


ers and shapes of white against a black 
field. 

Kemmerer quotes Serra in an essay 
Kemmerer has written for the show. “Serra 
remarked that he was more interested in 
‘people experiencing these things than 
looking at them,” Kemmerer writes. “‘I 
want them (people) to go away with some 
kinesthetic equivalent of a hollow in your 
stomach.” 

Serra starts these works by making a 
simple print. Then, he begins experiment- 
ing with how much ink he can build up on 
the paper. 

“Printing is a mechanical process — but 
his hand is always in it,” says Kemmerer. 

A print is made by making an impression 
on an object — like creating a stamp — and 
pressing it on paper or whatever medium on 
which the print will be displayed. Most of

Serra’s prints measure 5 to 6 feet in length 
and are almost as long; one work is 8 feet 
long. Kemmerer says she had to remove two 
pieces from the show simply to provide 
appropriate space between the works. 

Kemmerer says the prints — though basi- 
cally ink and paint on paper — are heavy, one 
weighing as much as 10 pounds. 


Serra smears paint and other media on 
top of some of the prints, giving some the 
appearance of the steel plates he works 
with, says Kemmerer. 

The textures left behind from the streak- 
ing and printing become part of the experi- 
ence of the works, she says. “There’s an 
amazing tactility,” says Kemmerer.

With 102 candidates signing up In 
hopes of making one of the three Andover 
High boys basketball teams (varsity, JV, 
freshman), it goes without saying that the 
town remains as hoop crazy as ever 

Fifty-six of the registrants were fresh- 
men which would also seem to insure the 
future of the program 

They all want to be the next Tom 
McLaughlin or Chris Vetrano 

McLaughlin (1997-2000) is the all-time 
leading scorer in AHS boys hoop history 
with 1,564 points, in a high school career 
tragically cut short when he missed his 
entire senior season with a knee injury. 

Vetrano (2000-present) enters this sea- 
son with 1,531 points and he will not only 
pass McLaughlin very soon — but is likely 
to become the first 2,000-point marksman 
in school history 

Andover fans missed the mind-boggling 
opportunity to see both play on the same 
team because of the injury to McLaughlin, 
whose senior year was also Vetrano’s 
freshman campaign 

Vetrano, a senior 5°9” guard and third- 
year captain, is one of two returning starters 
from last year’s 18-5 squad that was uncer- 
emoniously bounced from the Division | 
North Tournament after a 71-63 first-round 
loss to Merrimack Valley Conference rival 
Lawrence High. 

The three graduates, who comprised the 
starting front-court, were Kevin Barrett 
(playing at Worcester Tech), Tyler 
Richards (playing at Keene State) and 
Drew Watts (attending Assumption Col- 
lege in Worcester). 

Kevin Barrett netted 257 points last 
year, Watts 143 and Richards 99 

Joining sharpshooter Vetrano as the sec- 
ond veteran starter is senior guard and Co- 
Capt. Jack Barrett 

Jack pumped in 266 points last winter 
and has 555 over two seasons since trans- 
fering to AHS from Reading High. 

Six other lettermen are back including 
senior guards Jon DeLeo (6'0”), Manny 
Venuti (5°11”) and Steve Renfro (6°0"), 
sophomore guards Casey Cosgrove (o°2) 
and Greg Vetrano (5°7") and sophomore 
forward Bobby Hughes who at 6°3” is the 
tallest Warrior 

DeLeo scored 98 points and Hughes 
had 74 last year as a freshman. 

Newcomers to the varsity squad are 
senior 6’2”, 270-pound power forward Phil 
Perkins, junior guard Matt Renfro (5”11") 
and junior forwards Steve Games (6'1") 
and Vasili Kostakis (6°0”). 

Matt Renfro, Games and Kostakis have 
all been elevated from the JV team, 14-6 
last winter 


Perkins, an All-Conference two-way 
tackle in football, returns to the court after 
taking last year off 


“If you notice our roster there are a lot 
of guards (8),” said veteran head coach 
Dave Fazio with a laugh. “If USC football 
is ‘Running Back University’ then we must 
be ‘Guard University.” 

“We have a deficiency (in numbers) in 
the front-court. The kids we have are strong 
players but we don’t have a lot of them.” 

Which means? 

“We'll keep in the Andover tradition of 
being among the best defensive teams In 
the state,” said Fazio. “We'll defend oppo- 
nents in a variety of ways. I don’t want to 
give too much away, but there w ill be plen 
ty of different looks and our priority w ill be 
to stop people 

“We strive to keep teams down around 
50 points and figure any ume we can do 
that we'll win.” 

Fazio knows he has the downtown 
bomardiers with Vetrano nailing 83 three- 
pointers and Barrett 32 last year alone. 

“We're small and quick so you can bet 
we'll do a lot of running on offense.

That will hopefully be payback time 
The Lancers ripped Andover 67-48 in last 
year’s tourney semifinals, and later ousted 
the Golden Warriors from the MIAA Tour- 
nament. In between Andover registered a 
66-55 regular season win. 

“T think our guys will be ready for that 
game,” said Fazio.

That trio accounted for 63 percent of the 
Golden Warriors’ offense, with the rest of 
the players combining for 25 goals. 

Johnson was among the top scorers in 
the Merrimack Valley/Dual County League 
with 18 goals and 19 assists, while Nasta 
had 11-14-25 points and Corey 12-12-24.

This year’s near-record turnout of 76 
candidates has been trimmed to a list of 27 
potential varsity skaters.
